To  the  iattiT.  y.'ar-  of  usH'uliicss  and 
honour  seemed  to  remain;  hut  how  little  do  we  know  of  what  lies  he- 
T'lrc  ns  :  Life  is  ever  uncertain,  and  Dr.  Dawson  r-ali/.'d  tliis  wh.'U 
he  wrote:

Dr.  Dawson  wa.s  the  second  son  of  the  late  Sir  J.  \V.  Dawson,  and 
was  horn  on  the  l.-^t  of  Aii<rti.st,  ],si!l,  j,,  l'iit(,u.  Nova  Srotia.  In  LS.VJ 
Ins  father,  who  had  for  some  years  heen  acting  as  Superintendent  of 
lulueation  for  Nora  Scotia,  received  the  appointment  of  Princiital  of 
McGill  University,  Montreal,  and  with  his  family  took  up  his  residence 
ihere.  Instead  of  the  magnilicent  stnictures  of  to-day,  there  were 
then  on  the  coH-ge  grounds  only  two  "unfinished  and  partly  ruinous 
buildings,  standing  amid  a  wilderness  of  e.xcavators'  and  masons'  rub- 
bish, overgrown  with  weeds  and  bushes.  The  grounds  were  unfenced 
and  pastured  ,.t  will  by  herds  of  cattle,  which  not  only  cropped  the 
gra.~s,  but  browsed  on  the  shrubs,  leaving  unhurt  only  one  great  elm, 
wlliich  still  stands  as  the  '  founder's  tree,'  and  a  few  old  oaks  and  but- 
ternut trees  "K  Surroundings  of  this  Ivind  were  not  ideal  from  a  uni- 
versity point  of  view,  but  made  an  instructive  environment  for  an  in- 
felligcnt  boy.     The  numerous  wild  flowers,  the  birds'  nests,  the  fossil

T,.  lss|).  i' o  writer, 
aftrT  riilliiif:  atti  iilion  to  t'le  faet  that  the  report  dialt  not  imrelv  wiili 
the  j.'eolojry  of  the  i-lands,  hilt  ai-io  with  their  topo'.'raphv.  iiatnral  lii-- 
tory.  climate  and  ethnolnrrv.  savs:  "  Ono  is  ainn/ed  at  the  rich  results 
which  he  liroii'.'ht  l>ack  in  all  the^e  liraiiche-;.  especially  a-  he  had  only 
one  assistant,  Mr.  Itankine  Da«-on.  and  remniii:d  in  the  i-land-  only 
two  and  a  half  months,  from  the  I'.'th  of  June  to  the  end  of  Aiirriist, 
and  that   in  most  unfavnuraiily  wet  wentlnr.""
